At the hospital she is a 
mode! patient, relaxed, and in 
excellent health. 

Her main concern is not 
the number of babies she is 
likely to have but that heT 
pregnancy will run the full 
time to give the children the 
greater chance of being born 
well and strong.

Wall-tiling tips for 
the handyman 

• Once upon a time, fixing wall tiles in kitchens and bath- 
rooms was regarded as a job beyond the scope of the house- 
hold handyman. Modern methods of fixing riles with 
adhesive* and the introduction of plastic and the new ceramic 
tiles have completely changed the picture. 



NOW the job of tiling 
whole walls in pretn 
combinations of colors is 
almost a? easy (or the 
domestic handyman as a 
simple repair job. 

Not only tl 1,1' . it can be done 
without any of the oid-limr 
enibuy preparations, without 
hacking or chipping, the wall 
surface or providing jmidf 
slrips. and. most imponanr, 
without interference with the 
day-to-day use of the room in- 
volved. 

Heir are some hints on the 
modern types and methods of 
til in ir. 

CERAMIC TILES. Ceramic 
1 iles give an impervious and 
hygienic wall surface, and can 
he bought in a number of sizes. 

The size most commonly 
used measures 6in. square, 
which means that there are 36 
riles to each square yard of 
wall surface. 

When estimating die number 
of tiles needed lor 3 job, allow

Basic tools needed lor tile- 
fixing with special adhesive arc 
a straightedge, spirit level, 
glass cutter, brace wilh special 
masonry drill, square. 'Mi. rule, 
pincers, and notched spreader 
for the adhesive. 

APPLYING ADHESIVE. 

ITieie are two methods of 
applvin^ the adhesive. The 
first is shown in Fie. I, where 
the adhesive is spread over 



the wall surface and levelled 
off with the notched spreader 
usually supplied with the ad- 
hesive. 

On targe jobs, a special 
trowel similar to that shown 
in Fi(>. 2 is handy. 

The notched edges ensure a 
uniform thickness, and the 
ribbed finish it produces gives 
a good "bite" to the tiles. 

Unlike the orthodox tile-fix- 
ing procedure, tiles fixed with 
adhesive should not he soaked 
in water heforehand. 

The first important pout a 
the condition of the wall It 
must be dry, and perfectly Hat, 
because the tiling will faith- 
fully follow the contour of its 
surface. 

It does not matter whether 
your wall is cement, plaster, 
brick, timber, wallboard, aid 
glazed bricks, or metal. The 
special tile adhesives hold on 
practically an; surface. 

Walls which have been 
painted should be examined 
for signs of flaking or peeling 
of paint. 

Thev should . be nibbed

With this method, small 
iabs of the adhesive are 
applied with a knife to the 
bac k of the tile. 

Whichever method you use, 
the wall should first be marked 
with a pencil to suit the size of 
the liles in use. The tiles are 
then simply pushed into place 
i see Fig. 

Good sparing 

For uniform spacing, and 
alio to correct any slight 
variations , in tile size, insert 
matchslicks in tile joints where 
necessary. The gaps thai are 
left may be filled with "grout- 
ing" later. ^Sec Fig. 5.) 

Use a standard glass cutter 
for cutting tiles. Mark the line 
[o be cut with pencil, then 
place the tile glazed face up- 
wards on a snlid surface. 

Firmly store the surface of 
the tile along the line drawn 
with tbe glass cutter, using --i 
straightedge as a guide. 

Next place a matchstick 
under the trie in line with the 
cut, press both sides ol the tile 
firmly, and it will break evenly 
along the rut. 

To cut hall-circles to fit 
tilei around taps and pipes, 
mark as before, then nip off 
miall pieces with sharp pin- 
cers luiu) the required shape 
is obtained (Fig. 6V Smooth 
"IT with a round fife.

You simply brush away any 
loose dust from the recess, 
apply the adhesive tr> ihc back 
of the tile, and press it hark 
into place.

• Bath-snap will last much 
longer if you cover one side 



with silver paper. To apply, 
wet the soap and press the 
paper round it. 

• Rust marks on the bath, 
usually found under t h e 
tap, can be removed with a 
hat solution of oxalic arid. 
Apply the arid with a soft 
doth over the mark. Be 
careful not to spread it any- 
where else as it may dull 
the porcelain finish- As the 
acid is very poisonous, it 
must be rinsed away com- 
pletely.

JkJOT many women study 
Agricultural Science, but 
holding her own in a man's 
field is Dr. Mauika Wodzicka, 
now doing rescarrh work at 
the Sheep Biology Laboratory 
of the C.S.l.R.O.s Animal 
Hcatth and Production Divi- 
sion at Prospect, N.S.W. 

Dr. Wodricka's subject is 
climatology, and graeirrs as 
far north as Julia tVr-ek. 
Queensland, may later benefit 
from her experiments on the 
reaction of sheep to humid 
tropica] conditions. 

A chamber at Prospect has 
a simulated hot, steamy

SSrfi About tides 



THE earth has two kinds of tides 
— ocean tides and tides in the 
atmosphere. 

Ocean tides arc caused by the gravi- 
tational pull of the moon; the sun has 
little influence. 

As the earth spins, the oceans faring 
the moon receive more gravitational pull 
than the centre uf the earth, and so heap 
up at the point nearest the moon. 

At the same time the oceans on the 
other side of thr earth, and farthest away 
from the moon, receive less moon pull 
and try to flow away from the moon and 
off die earth. 

This causes them to heap up at the 
point farthest away from the moon. 

This heaping-up artion on opposite 
sides of the earth causes high tides. 

Half-way between the two high-tide 
regiens, which are constantly changing 
because of the spin of the earth, are the 
low-dde rcgious. 

This is an over-simplification, because 
land masses obstruct the free flow of 
ocean water and cause extremely hmh 



ddes in some areas and practically no 
ddes in other areas. 

Atmospheric tides occur in much the 
same way and for the same reasons. 

Near the earth, tidal movemente in the 
atmosphere are slight, but 511 to 100 
miles up curimis ihinrfs h >ppen. 

As the earth is a gigantic mitjnet, its 
magnetic held is not only an aid to 
navigation by lining up compass needles 
north and south, hut it eMellds into the 
atmosphere and beyond, where it pro- 
tects us bv deflecting blasts of hot gas 
coming from the sun 

When atmospheric tides move through 
the earth's magnetic field, this move- 
ment produces, currents of electricuy. 

The same thing happens in a genera- 
tor when copper wire, \pinning in a mag- 
netic field, creates the electricity which 
bghts your home.
